All Time, S. A. R. Is 


Told by Rev. Walcott 


Speaking to 1hp members of the 


Lincoln chapter of the Sons ot the 
American Revolution at the cham- 
ber of commerce Tuesday noon, 
Rev. Clifton H. Walcott referred 
to Abraham Lincoln as the "time- 
less Lincoln."

The bill, drafted by a commit- 


,ee named by the bar association 
at its December convention, pro- 
vides that all practicing attorneys 
must be members of the bar and 
subject to its disciplinary ma- 
chinery set up in the proposed in- 
corporation, which provides for a 
Doard of governors elected one 
from each judicial district. 


Foes.Fear Dictatorship. 


Opponents of the bill raised the 


fear that the plan would result in 
development- of a 
dictatorship, 


maintained by the compulsory fea- 
tures of the bill, and would con- 
vert the profession into a "labor 
union," rather than achieve the 
ends held out by its friends. 


David Fitch, Omaha, chairman 


of the bar committee that drafted 
the measure, told the committee 
that any attempts to amend the 
bill 
to • protect 
the 
individual 


lawyer would be welcomed by the 
association. 


While lauding the aims motivat- 


ing sponsors of the measure, C. A. 
Davis, Grand Island, saw a danger 
in a provision of the bill that 
would permit the board of gover- 
nors to delegate their powers to 
the corporation's executive of- 
ficers. 


Adequate Means Now. 


He pointed out that the officers 


are elected at the annual conven- 
tion, which many lawyers do not 
and cannot attend.

fession, Davis said, adequate ma- 
chinery now exists, although little 
used.

AND ROOSEVELT 


HOLD TO VIEWS 


President Asks Patience 
As Opinions Exchanged 


In Conference. 


WASHINGTON. Feb. 12— </P) — 


President Roosevelt and A. F. of 
L. leaders, after swapping opinions 
in an amicable white house con- 
ference, apparently were deter- 
mined today to stand by their con- 
flicting views on such things as 
the 30-hour 
week, 
work relief 


wages and auto labor elections. 


They exchanged pleasant greet- 


ings late yesterday at a meeting 
at which the union leaders voiced 
their 
desires and the president 


said: 


"My impression is that our dif- 


ficulties are found largely in the 
heretofore 
totally 
unorganized 


field, both as it affects employers' 
and employes. In such cases we 
must have patience.'1 


Voluntary Organization. 


"The federal government," he 


said at another point, "has indi- 
cated through the national indus- 
trial recovery act its desire that 
labor and management organize 
for the purpose of collective bar- 
gaining and the furtherance of in- 
dustrial peace and prosperity, but 
the federal government cannot, of 
course, undertake to compel em- 
ployes and employers to organize. 
It should be a voluntary organiza- 
tion. 


The 
president 
_ spoke of 
the 


American Federation of Labor as 
"one of the great and outstanding 
institutions of the country," while 
the A. F. of L. executive council, 
led by President William Green, 
submitted a statement congratu- 
lating the president "upon the ob- 
jectives 
which 
your leadership 


has given" the recovery program. 


Green said afterward the con- 


ference was "very 
satisfactory" 


and that he believed the presi- 
dent agreed with the council on 
extension of NRA. 


Controversial Issues. 


There were no indications the 


president and the A. F. of L. had 
found common ground in the mat- 
ter of the auto labor elections, the 
30-hour week bill and work re- 
lief wages. 


The federation wants the Wol- 


man auto labor board ousted and 
its election results discarded. Mr. 
Roosevelt has continued the board 
and indicated the elections must 
be completed. 
• The federation sees in the 30- 
hour week an answer to the un- 
employment problem. The admin- 
istration is reliably understood to 
agree with the major part of in- 


dustry that a flat reduction to 30 
hours would be too great a burd- 
en.The federation wants the pre- 
vailing local wage rate paid those 
on federal work relief. The ad- 
ministration, officials say, is aim- 
ing at an average wage of $50 n 
month.

BY A MOUNTAIN SHACK. 
S 


EVENTY years after his tragic death, Abraham 


Lincoln remains the enigma of human chem- 


istry. The explanation of those qualities which 
make him one of the most beloved of all American 
leaders defies the biographers and 
the 
men of 


science. 


The bare facts of Lincoln's life 
are 
too little 


known. He was in his teens before he had either 
a knife or a fork in his hand. As an urchin in a 
mountain home, he lived under the most primitive 
conditions. His father, Tom Lincoln, was a shift- 
less jack-of-all trades. Between a little carpen- 
tering and much hunting, the family survived. But 
Tom Lincoln cared so little that the half 
dugout, 


half shack he built to shelter his family lacked a 
protecting wall against the 
cold 
winds and the 


snow of winter. The boy Lincoln and his 
kin 


used their fingers 
to tear the meat provided by 


Tom Lincoln's trusty rifle. 


And then consider the 
circumstances of 
the 


death of Abraham Lincoln's mother. When her 
eyes closed, her husband was away hunting. He 
found his wife dead upon his return, with the 
miserable children in tears. He built a rough box 
from logs cut from the forest nearby, fashioning it 


- with saw and hammer, placed the body in it, and 


attaching a rope, pulled it up the rocky mountain- 
side to its shallow grave, where it was buried 
without benefit of clergy and without ceremony of 


any kind. 


That was the environment and the atmosphere 


from out which . emerged a great humanitarian 
In the years which followed, when the tall gaunt 
man was developing the leadership in law and in 
politics which was to win recognition JOT him and 
which was to place him in the White House at a 
time when a great crisis confronted the country, 
much emphasis was placed upon his natural grace 
of manners, his humility, his dignity, his courtli- 
ness, and chivalry. From whence did those quali- 
ties come? What was the moulding pot of his 
character? 
What childhood and boyhood experi- 


ence, what heritage of the 
blooo} coursed in his 


"veins, to imbue him with such sympathies, such 
amazing humanistic views that eternity places up- 
on his brow the glistening crown of the great hu- 
maaitarian? 


W 


AS it the sweet spirit of the soil, with its nev- 


er ending miracles, so infinite and so puzzling 


that those who stay close to it are filled with a 
meekness and with a kindliness. Lincoln lived in 
an era particularly characterized by ilm'e type -of 
American. 


He lived in a pioneering period, was an incident 


' in the greatest of all human migrations along a 
single valley, when 26 million people followed the 
Cumberland 
from the 
region 
aast of the Blue 


Ridge into the west before the saga of the Cum- 
berland gap was finished. A year after the birth 
of Abraham Lincoln, the United States by official 
government census possessed a population of 7,- 
239.881 people. Five years before his death, in 
1860, the country had grown so that the official 
enumi-ation placed its population at 31,443,321— 
an increase of more than 400 per cent. 


Even more picturesque was the expansion of 


physical areas. When he first Opened his eyes, 
the forests of the Cumberland and the Tennessee 
rivers were awakening to the echoes of the axe 
and the rifle of the frontiersmen. 
The drift west- 


ward hardly had set in. Only a bare handful had 
passed through the gap. And adventuresome as 
they were, they revealed two distinct types. One 
found shelter within the valleys, close by the mur- 
muring rivers' side. Others more daring and bold 
scorned the valleys and pushed into the mountains 
or deep into the forests. A distinguished commen- 
tator of the Cumberland migration has written in- 
terestingly of these two types. The valley neople, 
she says in her study, became those who ultimate- 
ly established towns and cities. The intrepid set- 
Ucrs of deep forests and mountainsides remained 
true to the soil, and formed the agricultural class 
•which conquered 
the sod of Ohio, Indiana, and 


Illinois. 


Lincoln belonged to Ihe latter group. 
HI.- folk 


were mountain 
people. And true to the study 


made by Ihis woman, when they pushed on into 
Indiana, and later by only a few months Illinois 
it was to possess a farm. The incidents of his 
preparation for law and of his practice of law only 
seem Jo have crystallized and deepened his re- 
markable sense of social justice.

J|1HAT was the man. Abraham Lincoln, whose life 
•*• remains an inspiration lo a great and power- 
ful nation, which seventy years after his death 
possesses four times the -population it had on the 
day he became its president 


Birth and boyhood experience made him meek 


and indecisive. The fierce flame of official duty. 
the gi«at disillusionment of disloyalty on f ••: part 
of some of those with whom he saw fit 1o associ- 
ate himself in the burdens of the presidency gave 
him a stemcss and an immovable determination 
matching the rocks of his mountain home 
Like 


a true frontiersman, 
he moved 
cautiously 
and 


slowly, but straight ahead. He look more than two 
years in making -up hi? mind on >he emancipation 
proclamation. Even after arriving at a decision, he 


fought a part of his cabinet to win it to his side, 
and then despairing of bringing it to his support, 
he struck at slavery without notifying his asso- 
ciates of his intention. 


But consider the age which gave America Lin- 


coln. Ponder over the 
civilization which then 


prevailed, and while doing so, weigh the paradox 
that he stands before the world as the most glori- 
ous representative which it brought forth. Noth- 
ing Jn history contains the fascination of the story 
of Abraham Lincoln. He is both a contradiction 
and a confirmation of preconceived conceptions of 
life. 
He is the contradiction if heredity, environ- 


ment, and opportunity 
are to be given special 


weight as the .basis of character within the indi- 
vidual. He is confirmation if the view is accepted 
there is no plan for human improvement, but those 
rare specimens of greatness emerge most unex- 
pectedly and from out extraordinary atmosphere. 


Miss McElroy's Nightmare. 


"DRETTY Miss Mary McElroy i» entitled to sym- 


•*• 
pathy. By her own word she cannot blot out 


the thoughts of the fate of the men responsible two 
years ago for kidnaping her, and upon whose con- 
viction were given prison sentences. 
Miss McEl- 


roy was missing from her home last Sunday, and 
finally was 
located at Normal, 111. One of the 


kidnapers is under sentence of death for his part 
in the crime, and is in the penitentiary awaiting 
action on his appeal. 


It is a natural normal thing that a sensitive 


young woman should'shrink from imposition of a 
death penalty. 
That is another side of crime so 


frequently unnoticed. Its results affect many lives. 
Directly crime touches not only the criminal, but 
all of his kin who cannot repress or suppress their 
sufferings. 
And then it goes on to disturb and 


distress those against whom the 
criminal strikes. 


It embraces the court, and the jury which must de- 
termine the issues, and finally in many cases, it af- 
fects those who have but a superficial interest or 
concern in the proceedings. 


Such has been the Hauptmann case. It has been 


read avidly by millions of people and its reper- 
cussions are heard throughout the entire country. 


But Miss McElroy is wasting her sympathy. She 


need not be concerned about the fate of the men 
who kidnaped her. If necessity had arisen, in or- 
der to save their own skins, even though she is a 
woman, it is doubtful if they would have shown 
her any consideration. The criminal 
is not en- 


titled to sympathy. 
The kidnaper is the most 


despicable of all criminals. 
In the McElroy case, 


at least, the question of guilt or innocence has been 
established beyond a reasonable doubt, and the 
men now behind bars are not entitled to the slight- 
est compassion.

Mr. Roosevelt's No. 
\ DISTINGUISHED Washington journalist subt- 
- 
ly suggsts that Mr. Roosevelt may open him- 


self to the charge of insincerity in his contacts 
"with people. He admits that the president has a 
way of getting along with folk and then denomi- 
nates it as political sagacity and genius. 


He may be a trifle unfair. The fact is Mr. Roose- 


velt has been remarkably free from the tradition- 
al methods of the politician. It is true that he likes 
people. He has a hearty friendliness 
about him 


that is genuine and real. He possessed that quali- 
ty long before he entered the White 'House. As a 
young man nominated for the vice presidency, un- 
marked by an fflness which incapacitated him for 
years, he was a friendly campaigner in a battle 
which was decided before it began. And although 
he met stony crowds and. thousands of miles of 
travel, it did not destroy his good humor and his 
pleasure in meeting people. As a vice .presiden- 
tial candidate who was to be buried in a republi- 
can landslide, he was the same smiling leader he 
is today. 


Mr. Roosevelt disarms his critics and his oppo- 


nents by his frankness, rather than by the devious 
methods of the professional politician. He can 
say "no" "so pleasantly thiit a refusal 
becomes a 


favor. And if in having to refuse requests, the 
tapeline requires the president to become so gruff 
and so curt as to leave not only disappointment 
but actual and unnecessary hurt, then Mr. Roose- 
velt may be criticised. We like a man who is 
kindly.

The south has been engaged in its annual struggle 
against floods, while all along the Atlantic sea- 
board, the precipitation has been generous. Here 
in Nebraska, the need of moisture is both pressing 
and apparent. Here in Nebraska at this time, im- 
mense quantities of water which would prove of 
incalculable value next summer are flowing into 
the Missouri, and on to the sea. 


It is not surprising that under those circum- 


stances Secretary Ickes should speak frankly of his 
recognition of the great need of water storage in 
this state, and of irrigation. It is a sound pro- 
gram, affecting hundreds, of thousands of people.

Child Labor 


To the , editor of The Lincoln 


Star: It is comical to see men 
and institutions rising to "save our 
country" from the awful evils of 
child unemployment, as proposed 
by the child labor 
amendment 


when the parents themselves can 
not find employment save a few 
days a month. This capitalist de- 
pression is a very effective anti- 
labor law. The proposed 30-hour 
week is an anti-labor law which 
is said to be industrially neces- 
sary and beenficial. 
The corn- 


hog-crop reduction programs are 
anti-labor laws to benefit the 
fanners. 
So why is there any- 


thing so unusual or alarming in 
the child labor amendment? The 
Star let Arthur Mullen say the 
child labor law is from Russia. 
Russia is considerate of the child 


One of the best arguments for 


the child labor-amendment is the 
millions -of unemployed adults, 
who, rather than the children, 
should be employed to keep them 
out of .mischief, laziness, pessimism 
or revolt 
We can much better 


afford to keep our children unem- 
ployed than our adults. Are we 
.going to encourage child labor at 
a time when we are discouraging 
adult labor? 


If there were any social or 


economic need of child labor the 
idea would be more defensible, but 
there is not: America doesn't need 
to hire and work her children 
while she is forcing her able-, 
bodied adults to refrain 
from 


labor. 


The moral arguments for child 


labor are as romantically wild as 
the economic ones. 
We are re- 


minded of a couple of rich men's 
sons who went wrong because of 
idleness. 
Both were abnormal 


"It is hardly a matter for re- 


gret," begins Mr. Kronenberger's 
introduction, "but it may be one 
for surprise, that there is more 
good serious poetry in English 
than good light verse." It is a 
matter of neither regret nor sur- 
prise. There is more good serious 
prose than good light prose; there 
are more good serious persons 
than good light persons. "If poets 
are born," he continues, "light 
verse writers are not, No traces 
guide' their pens; the freshness 
and gayety toe ask of them must 
be achieved through practice and 
drudgery. Even Calverley or Gil- 
bert, should you imagine they 
were inspired, must have slowly 
hammered stone into fluff; and if 
they didn't w^e had better hush up 
the fact. Much better to believe, as 
is probably true, that light verse 
(which hasn't even a guardian 
muse) is a sober, long drawn-out 
and tantalizing business." It is my 
notion that what is roughly known 
as inspiration has as much to do 
with the 
composition of light 


verse as with heavy, or serious,- 
verse. I doubt that Calverley or 
Gibert worked any harder at their 
hammering than Edna Millay or 
Edward Arlington Robinson do at 
theirs. For Miss Millay and Mr. 
Robinson are clear writers; they 
are courteous enough to 
trfeir 


readers to believe in intelligibility. 


Last week I fought Mr- Kronen- 


berger's categorical "Technically, 
of course, there is a great deal of 
excellent light verse. But the tech- 
nical side of the matter strikes me 
as vastly over-emphasized." By 
whom? By the writers of verse? 
By the readers? I do not think 
that there is a great deal of ex- 
cellent light verse, nor of excel- 
lent heavy verse. Here, howevsr, 
we are in utter accord with Mr. 
Kronenberger: "Unless the versi- 
fication is accompanied by sub- 
stance and moodt the result is in 
the long run unhappily hollow. 
There are ever so many people to- 
day, for instance, who are flaw- 
less technicians, yet but little of 
their work proves really satisfy- 
ing, and it is easy to See why! The 
stuff they write lacks tempera- 
ment, 
character, 
charm: 
you 


merely admire it. It seldom makes 
you feel gayer for having read it, 
seldom gives you a glow, seldom 
is fun to read."

Explains Act. 


"For example,"' Ickes said, "A 


man may file an application tor 
range sufficient to graze 100 head 
of cattle or 500 head of sheep, or 
some multiple of those numbers, 
for a given period of months. 


"If he owns or controls pnop- 


erty sufficient 
to support that 


number of stock for the remain- 
ing months of the year he will be 
given preferential consideration. 
Where the range is inadequate to 
take care of all such preferences, 
it must be apportioned on a pro 
rata basis, with special consider- 
ation given to small operators." 


Ickes said a tentative program 


of procedure under the Taylor act 
calls for: 


(1) Issuance of proclamations 


creating the grazing 
districts on 


or before April 15; (2) filing of 
applications on or before May 1; 
(3) meetings for the election of 
the advisory committees on or be- 
fore July 1; (4) analysis of per- 
mit applications by the commit- 
tees, and the preliminary classifi- 
cation and allocations of range 
privileges on or before October. 


"Where water 
rights 
control 


the use of the range, the owner of 
such rights must be given a pref- 
erence rating depending on local

Shot In Left Side. 


The holes in the clothing indi- 


cated, McCue was shot in thu left 
side of his chest. 


Dafoe, who is deaf, sat calmly in 


the court room while the clothing 
of the man he is accused of slaying 
was exhibited. McCue's wife did 
not attend the morning session of 
court. 


Mahoney said there were two 


unused shotgun shells on the floor 
of the wash room. He reported 
the shotgun contained one ex- 
ploded shell and one that had not 
been fired. 


The witness said he knew of no 


statement made by--McCue as to 
who shot him and why. 


After 'the blood stained cloth- 


ing had been exhibited and ex- 
amined by attorneys, Dr. J. A. 
Lanspa, who 
dressed McCue's 


wounds, said McCue told him he 
didn't know who fired the shot- 
gun charge 
which caused 
his 


death. 
Frank Dafoe, well educated and 


a past master, of the art of lip 
reading, watched each state wit- 
ness closely as attorneys ques- 
tioned them. 


Goes to Hospital. 


The doctor testified that Frank 


Dafoe came to his hospital about 
6 a. m., January 13, told him he 
had found McCue wounded and 
asked him to come to the farm. 
McCue recognized the physician 
when he arrived at the farm, Dr. 
Lanspa said, and complained of 
the pain from the wound. 


"Doctor, it sure hurts," Lanspa 


said the wounded man said. The 
physician said he asked McCue 
several times who fire dthe shot 
and that each time the 
road 


worker replied "I don't know." 


McCue was taken to the hos- 


pital, where he died about four 
hours later. Most of this time he 
was conscious,-the doctor said, but 
efforts of county authorities and 
friends to find out who fired the 
shot were unsuccessful Both Dr. 
Lanspa and Dr. C. D. Barnes de- 
scribed the wound. 
Lanspa said McCue was lying 


on his back in the Dafoe farmyard 
when he arrived and .that the 
young man possibly had been 
there a half hour to an hour. On 
cross examination Lanspa 
said 


McCue did not mention Dafoe's 
name to him. 


Joe Howard told 
of 
making 


measurements at the Dafoe farm 
and said McCue was found about 
28 f#et from the wash room. John 
Morrissey and Mel Yoder 
both 


told of seeing McCue and Dafoe 
talking together several days be- 
fore the young man's death. Mor- 
rissey said the men seemed to be 
on good terms and that McCue 
once lived at the Dafoe farm. 


After 
defense attorneys 
ex- 


plained Dafoe usually uses his 
hands to make gestures while 
talking, Yoder said he may have 
been doing only this when he saw 
the men conversing.. Yoder testi- 
fied, however, that Dafoe's fisl 
was doubled up but that he had 
seen him do this in making ges- 
tures. 
James Cooper testified he saw 


Dafoe and McCue "arguing" about 
the first of January and that Da- 
foe's fists were doubled up then 
but on cross examination Cooper 
said he did not hear any of the 
conversation.

The popular Ethiopian attitude 


of 
near-condescension 
toward 


Italy is not based on modern de- 
velopments, but on the results of 
the battle of Adua in 1896. In this 
bloody engagement, the united 
tribesmen 01 Emperor Menelifc, 
King Selassie's predecessor, over- 
whelmed an Italian expedition. 


After the slaughter of many of 


the invaders, scores of 
Italian 


prisoners were distributed among 
Ethiopian war chiefs. Many of 
the prisoners were tortured, ac- 
cording to accounts of their ex- 
periences, some being forced to 
submit to the amputation of their 
hands and feet. 


Most ol the troops at King Se- 


lassie's command are loosely or- 
ganized and poorly armed. Their 
principal resource in combat with 
a modern -war machine -would be 
their fanatical courage.

subject matter, but its mem- 


bers apparently are willing to 
tackle anything and everything, 
as no objection has come 
from 


them so far about being loaded 
down with too much work.

Monday were conducted by Sen- 
ator O'Brien as acting chairman. 
O'Brien himself is the principal 
introducer of the old age pension 
measure, S. F. 137, imposing a 2 
per cent general sales tax, calcu- 
lated to raise $7,000,000 a year for 
payment of $40 a month old age 
pensions to 18,000 persons. 


The chain tax store forum took
